Edward Feldman, her son, 
and Alvin Scott, her b rother-in-law. 
These indictments grew out of the 
recovery of $46,000 of the ransom 
money in Oregon.

“all 
of the 
evidence in pos­ 
session of the division of investigat­ 
ing having b een presented to the 
grand jury.” 


Denial By Laska 
DEXVER, Dec. IT.—The arrest of 
Ben Laska, Denver attorney, on a 
eharge of complicity in Die Crschel 
kidnaping, was announced today l)y 
Harold Nathan, assistant 
chief of 
ihe b ureau of investigation of the 
departm ent of justice. 
Laska was taken to the office of 
K. K. Newman, departm ent of jus­ 
tice agent, for questioning in which 
he denied the charges against him 
emphatically. 
I.aska, asserted Nathan, received 
b etw een $10,000 and $ll.ooo of the 
ransom 
money.

Dec. 17.—The su­ 
prem e court agreed today to pass 
on a decision b y a lower couit liold- 
ing the railroad retirem ent act un­ 
constitutional. 
The adm inistration plans to sub ­ 
mit

legislation 
at the forth­ 
coming session intended to meet the 
ob jections to the present act. 
In signing the m easure last June 
10, President Roosevelt said it wms 
“crudely 
drawn 
and 
will 
require 
many changes and am endm ents at 
the next session of congress." 
Tlie 
legislation, 
affecting 
more 
than 
1,000,000 
employes, 
provides 
retirem ent with j» ay at the age of 
65. It would compel b oth the work­ 
ers and their employers to contrib ­ 
ute to a retirem ent fund. 
The 
Alton 
and 
other 
railroads 
challenged the constitutionality of 
the act in the District of Columb ia 
supreme court. The legislation was 
held invalid. 
The court also prohib ited the rail­ 
road retirem ent hoaid, named to ad­ 
minister the act, from taking any 
action to compel the railroads to 
m ake payments. 
For i)iu])Ose.s of a siteedy decision, 
the government asked the supreme 
court to pass on the act without 
waiting for a decision b y the Dis­ 
trict of Cohtmhia court of apeals. 
R etirem ent was specified at the 
age of 65, 
hut the date 
may ho 
extended annually 1)V written agree­ 
ment b etween the carrier and em ­ 
ployee until the age of 
7 0 . 
The annuity would he calculated 
b y the ai'pliciition of graduated per­ 
centages of the employee’s 
a v era g e 
monthly <*ompensation to the num ­ 
b er of years of service. 
The District of Columhia supreme 
court lield that while congress had 
power 
to 
enact 
a 
law 
requirii:* 
comiuilsory retirem ent at a certain 
age it could not make the provisions 
apply to employees not engaged in 
interstate commeri'e. 
It declared invalid that part of 
the act which reijuired paym ent of 
annuities b ased in part on services 
rendered b efore its passage, holding 
that Mould constitute the unlawful 
taking of luoperty Avithout due pro­ 
cess of law.

D ON’T LET FIRE BRING SORROW 
There was an atmosphere of Christmas 
every w here in the Sanford home, w here 
pretty decorations of quick-burning m a t­ 
erial had been used profusely . The gifts 
had ])een optmed, and heaps of paper 
had been left near the tree. Sounds of 
festivity filled the house, and in childish 
glee little Alice donned a paper costume. 
Snap! A vicious spark from a short 
circuit beneath the tree ignited thin tis­ 
sue! The flames leaped instantly to Alice’s 
flimsy 
costume 
and 
she 
ran 
shrieking 
from the room. Then people woke up. 
Uncle J a c k stuck 
out his 
foot, 
neatly 
tripping the child onto a rug, into which 
he rolled her, snuffing out the flames as 
he protected iier face and hair. Dad and 
Uncle 
Art 
rca])peared 
with fire 
extin­ 
guishers th a t m ade short work of the 
fire. But the room was a wreck, Alice 
had some painful burns and the holiday 
spirit was considerably dampened. 
Nevertheless 
heart-felt 
thanksgiving 
w ent up from the Sanwords as they real­ 
ized w h a t might liave h ap p e ned to their 
child and home! They were lucky folks, 
Every Christmas brings reports of fires 
th a t did 
not end so fortunately . Four 
lessons are pointed out by the National 
Board of Fire U nderwriters from this in­ 
cident ! 
First is 
the 
importance 
of 
standard 
wire, fuses, plugs, sockets and sets of 
Christmas tree lights. Detach appliances 
when not in use and don’t hang wires 
over nails. 
Second is the folly of using inflammable 
decorations for trees and rooms. (Incom­ 
bustible decorations are now on sale.) 
All 
paper 
and 
tissue 
wrappings from 
packages should also be disposed of at 
once. 
The last two lessons stand to the credit 
of the Sanfords: They used the correct 
method of putting out flames in clothing 
and they kept fire extinguishers handy . 
W h e n clothing catclies fire, the persons 
should never run. hut alway s get down 
on the floor and roll in a rug or blanket, 
holding it tight about the neck to pro­ 
tect the face. 
Still other essential precautions are: 
Instruct children carefully in the use 
of toy s, especialiy electrical ones. 
Smoking: In i\u)ms decorated for the 
lioliday s and whoi^ excited children are 
])lay ing, smoking is apt to be dangerous. 
Considerate 
smokers 
will 
use

T'oom. 
Candles: Never use lighted candles for 
decorations. They are especially h a z a r d­ 
ous on trees, and on 
w i n d o w sills where 
curtains may he blown against them. 
Trees: Set trees up securely and at 
some distance from lighting ar» d heating 
fixtures.

J a p a n is threatening to denounce all 
treaties limiting naval construction. Great 
Britain is threatening, in that case, to 
build 7 0 cruisers. Representative Vinson, 
on the part of the United States, threatens 
to build five warships every time Ja p a n 
builds three. 
None of these nations really wishes to 
pour hundreds of millions into the con­ 
struction of floating fortresses and other 
hundreds of millions into keeping them up 
after they are built. The taxpay ers of 
each country are already heavily burden­ 
ed and the economic situation of each is 
far from onocuraging. The threats, there­ 
fore, are, at present, simply a game of 
bliuT. Each nation is tilting the pot, each 
is raising the bets of the others. 
Tlie trouble with a bluff, however, is 
that sometimes it is called, and then y ou 
have to pul up. The diplomats and states­ 
men may be aw are that they are filling 
the air with empty threats, but the nat­ 
ionals of each country are likely to gain 
the impression that the threats of the 
others are really promises likely to be 
made good. If enough piihiic terror is 
generated, the diplomats may find them- 
se h e s swept away in a stam]H'de which 
will result ill sinking appallingly large 
portions of the wealth of all three nations 
in fighting ships, which will benefit no­ 
body .
